language afEmiing that membership growth should be treat- 
ed iiS an Association-wide issue will be included in the report of 
the OveiTiight Cfjmmittee on the NCAA Membership Structure. 

In an October 24 teleconference, the committee agreed with 
a Division III recommcndiition tliat significant growth in a divi 
sion be identified as an "exceptional situation" that will merit con- 
sideration by the proposed executive coiniiiittcc, the group that 
will have aulJiorily over Association budgct;iry matters in tJie new 
govcniaiicc structure. 

The restructuring proposal specifies that Divisions II and III 
will receive a predetermined percentage of the Association's bud 
get (4.'?'7 for Division II and 3.18 for Division III). The oversight 
committee's acknowledgment that membership gi owth in a divi- 
sion is an Association-witic issue is iinporlant because many 



administrators in Divisions II and III were concerned that, in the 
new governance .structure, division resources might not expand 
as cjuickly as growth within a division. 

The revised language in the report will state: "In addition, the 
oversight committee agreed exceptional situations that rcrjuire 
additional fiinds beyond the minimums guaranteed (e.g., signif- 
icant growth in mcinfjcrship in a division) could be forwarded to 
the executive committee for setious consideration. The execu- 
tive committee could then be asked for an allocation of additional 
dollars if it believes such money is warranted after reviewing tlic 
circumstances, including the use of die funds already provided 
to the division." 

During its October 24 teleconference, the oversight commit- 
tee also determined that the three division restructuring task 



forces have reached agreement on a preliminary list of commit- 
tees that should be maintained as common committees and 
should continue to have Associalion-wide responsibilities in the 
new governance structure. They are the Communications, Hon- 
ors, Minority Opportunities and Interests, National Youth .Sports 
Program, Olympic Sports Liaison, Postgraduate Scholarship, 
Research, and Walter Bycrs Scholarship Coniniiltees; ifie (Com- 
mittee on (competitive Safeguards and Meilical Aspects of Sjk)i1s; 
llie (xjmmittee on Women's Athletics; and sfXrtts commillees with 
playing-rules responsibilities. 

In adilition, some committees were identified by at least one

OCR still analyzing responses; 
hopes to announce guidelines soon

The U.S. Department of Educa 
Uon's Office for Civil Rights (OCR) 
plans to release final clarification 
guidelines for its three-part Title IX 
compliance test bef ore die end of the 
year. 

Before that can be done, the agcn 
cy must analyze ami consider about 
200 letters of comments and sugges- 
tions that it received during a recent 
30-day comment period. 

On September 20, the OCR dis- 
tributed to more than 4,300 college 
and university presidents and others 
a draft document in an attempt to 
reduce confusion surrounding its en- 
forcement of the 1972 Federal law 
prohibiting sex discrimination in edu- 
cational institutions. "Clarification of 
Intercollegiate Athletics Policy Cuid- 
ance: A Three Part Test" is the result 
of more than a year of intensive na 
tional debate, which included a cfjn- 
gressicdial hearing in May. 

rhc comments forwarded to the 
0(]R ranged from suggestions to pro- 
vide fxjrther clarity — particularly for 
the OCR's definition and interpreta- 
tion of substantial proportionality 
(prong one) — to encouragement to 
rcfocus efforts on enforcement, rath 



er than intcqjrctation, of llie civil 
rights legislation. 

"I can say, generally, that some 
applauded the clanty of the document 
and said it was appropriate," said 
Mar)' Frances O'Shea, OCR's Chica- 
go-based national coordinator for fit 
Ic IX/alhlelic s. "Some made construc- 
tive suggestions as to how 0(-R could 
improve the clarity of the draft doi :u- 
ment. Some raised t]iicstions about 
the content and the intent and sul> 
stance of ifie clatitic alion." 

Women's Law Center 

Tlic National Women's I^w Outer 
ccjmpiled a scholarly-like response to 
the dt)cunient, complete with foot 
notes detailing Title IX court deci- 
sic)ns, that largely praised OCR's ef- 
forts while urging it to increase en 
forccnient. 

The center wrote: "The draft policy 
guidance makes it indisputably clear 
that an institution may comply with 
Tide IX in this area by satisfying one 
of the three parts of this test; (1) by 
ofi'eiing intercollegiate athletic opjxjr- 
tunities to each gender in numbers 
substantially proportionate to that 
gender's enrollment; (2) by showing 
a history and continuing practice of 
program expansion demonstrably 
responsive to the dcvelc)ping interests 



and abilities of the uncferrepresented 
sex; or (3) by fully and effectively 
accommodating tlie interests and 
abilities of the underreprcscntcd sex." 

It said further: "Although Title IX 
has grcady expanded opportunities 
for women, it has by no means lev- 
eled the playing field, much less tilt 
ed it in favcjr of women. Since Title IX 
was enacted at a time when college 
sport.s for women were virtually non 
existent, for every one new dfjllar 
spent on female college athletes, two 
new dollars have been spent on male 
college athletes. As a result of the fail- 
ure to fully enforce Title IX, women 
continue to receive the short end of 
the stick in intercollegiate athletics."

The College Football Association, 
however, told the OCR that altlicjugh 
it is committed strongly to the princi 
pics and intent of Title IX, it is con- 
cerned "with the continued emphasis 
that has been placed upon the pro 
portionality test This test alfjne is un- 
reasonable and impractical for those 
institutions that sponsor football, 
especially when the female under- 
graduate enrollment is ."iO percent or

Among the Presidential Agenda 
Day grouping are eight proposals that 
arc spfjnsored by the (Commission (all 
cosponsored by the NCAA Council), 
three membership proposals that arc 



suppc)rted by the Commission and 
nine proposals that either will be 
opposed by llic (Commission or which 
the ("ommission will ask the sponsors 
to withdraw. 

The Commission sjxjnsorcd topic s 
deal with ineinbcrship restructuring, 
two-year college transfer regulations, 
and spfjrtsinanship and ethical con 
duct in intercollegiate athletics. 

The Commission officers on the 



executive committee made decisions 
about Presidential Agenda Day during 
an October 25 teleconference. All of 
the proposals on Presidential Agenda 
Day arc to be voted upon by roll call. 

At the 199.5 Convention, 41 pro 
posals were ccjntaincd in the Presi- 
dential Agenda Day grouping. The 
record number of votes identified for 
roll call on Presidential Agenda Day 
is 95, set at the 1991 (Convention. 



Presidential Agenda Day is Mcjn- 
day, January 8. It will include separate 
vfjting sessions for Divisions TA, 1 AA, 
I AAA, I, II and III, as well as two 
general sessions. 

The Convention, which will be 
conclucted at the Windham Anatole 
Hotel in Dallas, first will address the 
membership restructuring proposal. 
No. 2 2 in the Second Publication of 
Proposed Legislation. The only pro 



posals pertaining to restructuring are 
No. 2-2 and a Council-sponsored res- 
olution relating to Division I voting 
autonomy. However, a luiinbcr of 
amcndments-io-amendmenLs will be 
considered along with No. 2 2.

Test run validates 
certification model

PORTLAND STATE UNIVERSITY 

In 1994-95, Portland State University partic- 
ipated in the regular 10 year reaccreditation 
process c onducted by its regional accredita- 
tion assciciation, the (Commission on Colleges 
of the Northwest Association of Schools and 
( lollcgcs. 

Knowing that the membership of Division 
1 1 scjcjn would consider legis- 
lation to establish a division- 
wide certification process 
modeled on the certification 
legislation adopted by 
Division I, we decided to test 
how well certification and the 
reaccreditation prot ess could 
be combined. 

Our self-study team decided 
to use four categories of 
review for certification: (1) governance and 
commitment to mles compliance, (2) acade- 
mic integrity, (3) fiscal integrity and (4) com- 
mitment to equity. That was cnii framework 
for evaluating our intercollegiate athletics 
program. 

In addition to using the certification cate- 
gories and guidelines, we drew upon cjur 
most recent five-year insdtutional self-study, 
using the process called for in NCAA 
Clonstitution 6.3. 1 . 

The standards developed by the Northwest 
Association are more detailed than those in 
scjme othei regions, but less comprehensive 
than either the insdtutional self-study that 
Division TI institufions use now or tlie pro- 
posed certification guidelines that the mem- 
bership will consider at the 1996 NCL\A 
Convention. The regional accreditation asso- 
ciation concerns itself with ensuring that stu- 
dent-athletes are treated like any other stu- 
dents, tliat the management of intercollegiate 
sports and sports facilities are c onducted in 
accordance witfi die mission of the insdtu- 
tion, that sports programs are organized and 
operated under .supervision of the faculty 
and administration, that tfie roles and 
1 esponsibilities of everyone charged with 
decision-making in intercollegiate athletics 
are clear and explicidy stated in writing, and 
that care is taken to provide student-athletes 
with adec}uate time for their academic: work. 

At Portland State University, we found that 
tlie questions incorporated into the draft cer- 
tification legislation provided an efiective

Trial and error required 

New approaches needed for more exposure in volleyball

BIG TEN CONFERENCE 

Over the past live to 10 years, it would 
be hard not to notice the terrific growth 
that has occurred in women's collegiate 
volleyball. 

Participation at every level is on the 
upswing, atleiidance has grown, and pub 
lie and media interest has increased. Any 
one who has been to a match lately would 
have tcj agree that women's volleyball is a 
great spectator sport. 

About six years ago, the Big Ten CJoii- 
ference presidenLs and chancellors direct 
ed the conference office to provide in 
creased promotional support for women's 
atfiletics and in particular to pursue in 
creased television opportunities. Since 
then, the conference has televised a wo 
men's basketball game-of-l he-week pack 
age, had cr)nference-challcnge double- 
headers in women's basketball < airieil live 
by major national networks and improved 
the exposure for a variety offiig len chain 
pionships. 

At the request of the conferei u e volley- 
ball coaches and with the supjxiit and lead 
ership of Commissioner Jim Delauy and 
tlie conference administrators, it was dec id- 
ed that a seasoti-loiig series of live, tele 
vised volleyliall matches should be pursued 
this season. 

fn conversations with television repre 
sentatives about live broadcasts, the re- 
sponse rec eived was that volleyball match 
cs optimally would need to fit into a pre 
dictable time. The conferenc e's interest in 
televising die sport is based on a loiig-lenn 
vision of what is best for the spoil and 
where it can be in a few years if given the

proper exposure that would allow it to 
gi ow. If volleyball is lo become a viable pro- 
gram [or tclcvisicjii with advellising sup- 
poil, il needs lo be packaged in a way th;il 
makes it suitable for live lelevi.sion. 

In ccjnversatious with pc-o])le around the 
countiy abcjut bow lo make this happen, 
it became clear that this issue has been 
talked about for year s al every level of the 
game. Internationally, nationally, at the col- 
lege and high-sclujol levels, ideas have 
been discussed and explcjred. 

In June, the liig Ten hosted a volleybHil 
summit to bring tcjgether representatives 
from various conferences and naliorial 
organi/.alions. It was hoped that by bring- 
ing logellier many experienced ccjaclies 
and adniiiiislralors, a consensus would 
emerge on a panic ular experimental inles 
formal thai Division I < onfereiices would 
all want to try for this season. 

IJiifonunately, lhat did not (xcur. There 
was no agieeuieiil on what ty])e ol c^xper- 
iinenl oughl to take place or even if tlieie 
should be any expeiiiileiiling with the mles 
of volleyball. As a conference, the Big Ten 
decided that it needed lo forge ahead in 
this area anyway, l or a number of reasons, 
eveiyifiing — frcjin the budgel this year lo 
ihe timing of our opportunity to iiegoliaU- 
wilb television fofks — made the ccjnfer- 
eiice leadersfii]) feel thai il should proceed 
with rec|ueslingpemiission from the NCIAA 
flivisicjn 1 Women's Volleyball Commitlee 
to use an ex|X'rimenlal rules formal for this 
year. 

After many conference calls and meet- 
ings with ctjaches and administratfjrs this 
summer, llie (onlereiue Women's Ath- 
letics Adniiiiislralors volcd on an experi- 
mental formal to try for this season. Much 



has been commented on and written abcjut 
ihis format. T he importitnt thing tcj note 
is that it is a one-year experiment. 

This process is akin to navigjition: To get 
from Point A lo Pcjint B, yon have to make 
constant adjustments along the way. T he 
goal is to develop a set of rules modifica- 
uons that will make volleyball suilal>le for 
live television and also retain the aspects 
of the sport that make it s<j enjcjyalile for 
both players and spec tators. 

The exact formal with which the con 
ferenc e is experimenting may ncjt be pre- 
cisely the right answer for reaching the 
goal, bul il is a good first step. I'he ccjiifer- 
ence has identified criteria by which it will 
be evaluating this experiment — every- 
thing from analyzing the length and scores 
in ihe malches themselves to coach, play- 
er and media feedback. The conference 
will use this infomiation to make decisions 
and adjust its ccjiirse for next year. Wliat is 
impoitant is that the conference has taken 
the first step; now the plan is to monitor 
the course so lhat we can keep moving in 
the direclion of finding a national live tele- 
vision fbnnal for the spoit of volleyball. 

I feel that the dialogue that is occ uning 
around this experiment is healthy for the 
spoti Hopefufly, it has stimulated others to 
be thinking creatively about solutions as 
well and to be willing to expeliment with 
cjther formats this spring. The conference 
welcomes positive, constructive comments 
and wants to work with others lo bring this 
exc iling spoil to the broadest possible audi- 
ence thrcjugli live television.

Reform fails in absence of a 'noble purpose'

"The N(1\A has brought to intercollegiate athletics a sense of 
equity and a set of ideals that arc lo be aclmiied. There is order 
ancl fairness in the way it administers and regulates. 

"But tlie NCAA has beccjme a very cumbcrscjme bureauc rac y, 
in my opinion. In its defense, there is a refonn movement under 
way that will be voted on at the January l'.)96 Convention whic li 
would restructure the NCIAA and streamline its (jpei'alions. T he 
regulations lhat are currently contained in the NC^AA Manual 
seem to be endless — they c over every minute detail. 

"My friend Dr. Wil Bailey (fonner NCAA president) says unless 
there is widespread etliical reform in the NCAA, we are not going 
to get very far. We have people seeing how close they can get to 
the edge before breaking the rules ancl splitting hairs to see who 
gets the competitive advantage. Until that kind of mindset is put 
aside for more noble purposes, we may be hilling the wall in 
terms of ref r)nn. 

"I have been inijiressed with the quality of people whcj serve 
on this (Council. T he pecjple who work for the Nf ^AA headcjuar 
lers in l<Lansas C;ily are very impressive, com[>eleiit, knowledge- 
able and helpf ul, lo be candid, I wa<5 sobered by the Inireauc rac y, 
the endless detail c)f the matters that conie before the Council ... 

"The one major threat is professicjnal spcjils. I am distressed 
by what I see professional teams and leagues doing to colleges, 
high sclitjols and junicjr highs. Professicjnal teams are about mak 
ing money, pure and simple. I hey arc not interested in whether 
a student graduates or in theii grade-point average, bul in how 
much that sludent-alhlele can make for theii organization. 

"The large atfiletics ec]uipment companies are not helping the 
situation, either. We are now hearing repons they are going into 
junior high sc hools, identifying future superstars, showering them 



with gifts, making them dependent upcjn these eciuipment com 
jjanies with a plan to represent them as agents in professicjnal 
negotiations. 

"Again, 1 don't see a lot of interest frcjm professional sports 
in the welfare cjf the student. In some sense, the Nf iAA's hands 
are lied in terms of what it c an do about it all. 

"It's distressing what is happening lo student-athletes. 
Throughout all this, we have to keep in mind the welf are of die 
student-adilete and why we are doing what wc are dcjing. That 
scjmetimes gets lost in the news reports and the publicity sur- 
rounding Aiiieric a's c raze for sports. 1 ccjmmend the NCAA and 
those whcj are taking the lead in trying tcj keep things sane, 
instead of caving in to all this enonnous pressure. 

"Also, it's a myth that all schools make money on athletics — 
only a handful of larger schools do, and that money is tied to tele 
vision contracts and revenue. I have been scjbered by the pow- 
er of television and its impact and connection to intercollegiate 
sports."

Special TV-friendly format in 
the Big Ten makes it easier 
to carry live volleyball matches

w 



omen's volleyball always has been alive and well in the 
Big Ten Conf erence. But this year, women's volleyball 
is live and well in the Big Ten — largely because of an 
experimcntiil scoring system thai h;Ls lin ed K.SPN2 and 
SportsChanncl Chicago courtsidc. 
Eight Big Ten matches will be shown live using the new sys- 
tem, which is designed to confine the length of niatc lies to about 
two hours, allowing networks to broadcast live wittiout the risk 
of ninnitig over into other programming. 

The iraclitional volleyball format used in all trther collegiate 
volleyball matches produces a match time of anywhere from one 
to three hours, an unappealing range for live television. The 
Big Ten, however, decided to make a coiiirriitinent to volleyball 
and brainsloiTiied a way to make it television-friendly. 

The ricw format is based on timed games and the use of a 
cumulative score. Three eight-minute games are played using 
sideout scoring (teams may store only when serving), and the 
team leading at the end of the eight minutes wins the game. If 
the teams are tied, a two-minute overtime using f.illy scoiing (Ixith 
teams may score r)n either team's serve) is played to produce a 
winner. F.acf) gjime is worth one match point, and the team scor- 
ing the most cumulative points after 
llie tliree games is awiirded two match 
points. 

The format fias been ac :c uiate in 
producing two-hour matches, but it is 
not without detrac:lr)rs who think it 
may compromise the sport. 

"I tliink I speak for a lot of odier 
( oaches in the Big Ten when I say 
that everyone is all for getting volley- 
ball on live television," said Univer- 
sity of Iowa head cfjacfi Linda 
Scfiocnstcdt, "but everyone is con- 
cerned ;lbcjut the fbnnat — it definitely 
needs revamping." 

Schoenstedt was one of several Big 
Ten coaches who were skeptical c>f 
the system wfien it was first proposed 
in July. The Big Ten had conducted 
a summit with coaches and adminis- 
trators from seven other conferences, 

televisifjn representatives and national volleyball organizations 
to discuss ways to take advantage of television opjjortunities for 
the coining year, but no consensus was reached regarding a for- 
mat. The Big Ten, however, eager to close the deal on its televi- 
sion package, eticouraged coaches to try this system. 

The Big Ten initially wanted to use experimental scoring for 
all its conference games fjut revised the proposal to include just 
Uiose matches that were televised live. 

Only an experiment 

"Our timing probably was not the best because iri a month 
the season was going to start," said Cheryl Marra, senior woman 
administrator at the University of Wistfjnsin, Madison, and chair 
of the Big Ten Women's Athletics Administrators when the pro-

set. Timed games hat! been used in the past, but a running score 
had the potential to radically change the entire game. 

"We came up with this format — to allow each game to start 
over — because tliat was the beauty of volleyball that coaches wan- 
ted to preserve," Marra said. "You always fiave a chance to start 
over. And the games were timed, which helped us get into a tele- 
vision fonnat, and there was a way to break a tic. .So what we 
had were all the dynainics of voUeyfjall right nfjw — a g;ime where 
you get points only when you serve and llic rally scoring to lireak 
a tie. But the piece of the puzzle that was difficult was the cumu- 
lative score." 

Coaching strategies changed 

The cumulative sc en e meant that a team which lost two of the 
three games could still win the match. In addition, it changed 
coaching strategies to itu hide knowing when to not want to score 
points. Tliat reality hit hcjme during the very first televised match 
between Pennsylvania .State University and Ohio State University. 

Penn State, down two games to none and tied late in the third, 
had to tjy not to score in order to get the g;uiie into the twominute 
overtime to miike up tlie eight pxjints the Nittany Lions were down 
in the ( umulalive scc)re. Penn .State won the third game, 21-18, 
but still lost the i umulative total — and the match. Still, the 
Buckeyes could have stifled any Peini State opportunity had diey 
intentionally lost the third game in regulation. But the idea ol try- 
ing not to score is foreign in the conventional style C)l volleyball. 

"It's a dificrent kind of strategy that never existed," said Mana. 
"But you can compare it to a basketball playet missing the lirst 
free-throw on purpose, or a quarterback downing the hall to slop 
die clock. Does that take away from the v<jlleyball puiist.s? I don't 
know. Now we can play with the fonnat and maybe minimize 
those things — I believe it's our job to do that. But is the limed 
gaine working? Yeali, I think il is." 

Ohio .State c oacli Jim Stone thinks the timed game presents 
both positive and negative aspec l.s to the sjxjrt. 

"I don't know if this is good oi' bad, " he said, "but you almost 
stiirt becoming moi e like a b;tsketball cc>ach — you have to man- 
age the clock. At times you have a tendency to milk the clock 
and not necessarily play to win points but play not to lose points. 
That part is bad lor the game — but on the flip side there's an 
aspect of the clock that creates excite- 
ment. There's an clement of tension 
there that is a positive part." 

.Stone said his players were agitinst 
the loiTiiat initially but warmed up to 
the system after playing a couple of 
matches. 

"They're still ijlaying the game," he 
said. "You store poinLs die siuiie way. 
lYom die players' perspective in terms 
of the game itself, I don't think tlicy'vc 
noticed much of a difference."

posal was adopted. "But we went into it very clear that this was 
just an experiment — if it doesn't work, we haven't lost a whole 
lot and maybe we'll gain something that we can massage and 
develop into a lietter product. 

"We fell we had litde to lose by putting something in a format 
that may in fact be able to enhance and provide the future for a 
new producL We've seen it happen with a variety of sports rela 
live to television. As long as you protect the student-athlete — pro- 
vide the ability to play the game at the highest level — it really does- 
n't hann anyone to experiment, particularly at the level we've 
done. .Somebody had to take a shot at it — the Big lisli said. Tret's 
go for it' " 

Maira acknowledged that the cumulative scoring aspect of 
the fonnat was the sticking point for most coaches from the out- 



A'VCA supports TV efforts 

The Big Ten isn't the only confer- 
ence with a television j^ackage that 
includes live volleyl)all. The Pacific- 
10 Conference has a weekly match 
televised l>y Prime Sports that reach 
es several regional markets across the 
country. .Some regions broadcast the 
match live; others run il tape-delayed. 
But the scoring fonnat is conventional volleyball. If the match 
t uns lc)ng, it is the network's problem. 

"Thei e are two entirely different showings of the game every 
week," said AV(L\ Executive Director Sandra I . Vivas, "one scored 
traditionally and one nontraditionally. I'm not sure where each 
stands in teniis of ratings, but the fact that there's a large network 
willing to show volleyball the way it is played is significant." 

Other regional stations also are televising live this fall. In all, 
.58 regular-season matches are slated to be broadcast live, but 
mostly in local markets. 

Vivas .said the AVCA supports both the Big Ten and Pac-10 
efforts to lure live television. Conference backing, she said, is

The CFA offered a three-point approac h to 
consider in constructing updated Title TX poli- 
cy guidaiu e lor colleges and universities. It says 
substantial proportionality, rather than exact 
proporticjnality, should be enforced, posing the 
(lueslion, "Wliy should inlerctjllegiale athletics 
be held lo a more stiingeni standard than C)lh- 
er areas for which CJCR has responsibility?" 

Second, the CFA says pnjng two (history and 
continuing practice ol prcjgrani expansion) 
should include an institution's progress with 
regard to its Wfjmen's alliletics prcjgi am during 
the 20-plus years thai generally encompass ihe 
birth and emergence (jf women's sports. " There 
should be a standard (jf measurement to l ec- 
ognize cjualily cjf developmeni, rather dian rely- 
ing solely on adding mcjre women's spoits," the- 
CFA wTOle. 

Finally, the (^FA says OCR should give eac h 
institution an opportunity to analyze the inter- 
ests of the female students on it-s campus, as evi- 
denced by their participation in intramural and 
c lub sports, and by determining which sports 
are offered at the high-school level in areas in 
whic h the institution attracts its students. It also 
enccjurages the use of surveys IC) "ascertain par- 
ticipation by enrc)lled and admitted students in 
their past and their inlerests at the collegiate 
level. " 

Congressional, OCR reaction 

Two members cjf (Congress — Rep. Howard 
P "Buck" McKcon, R-California, chair of the 
Flouse Subcommittee on Postsecondary F.dn- 
catitjn, Training and Lifclcjng I-carning that (or- 
ganized a May 9 hearing on Title IX, and Rejj. 
Steve Cunderson, R Wisconsin, a member of 
that subcommittee — expressed concern al>oul 



proponionality. 

"Our reading of ihe policy clarification indi- 
i ales a continuing overemphasis on a sliiclly 
defined ccjncept of proponionality of athletic 
oj)portunities, " Mc Keon and Gundct sc)n wrote. 
"While OCR proflers that 'substantial' prrjpor- 
tionality is the relevant test, the example cited 
in tlie policy clarification included a differen- 
tial of Only one percent between tlie ennjllmenl 
rate and the athletic participation rate cjf female 
sludetils. f jranted that suc h a test perhaps does 
not rccjuire an exact onc-ICjone ratio cjf female 
studcni.s and athletes; however, it remains very 
far frotn our conceyjt of 'substantial' propor- 
ticjnality." 

O'Shea respcjiided to criticisms of ihe OCR's 
[lerceived overemj)hasis of prcjng cjnc Iry sug- 
gestiirg that a set difference between the raticjs 
of male and fernalc student-athletes and the 
undergraduate student jiopulation is not, and 
should not be, a dciininant f actor in OCR inves- 
ligalions and ccjnclusiotis. 

"It's unfortunate that people so often zero 
in on that particular part r)f the test and mis- 
reprcsenl it," O'Shea said. " ... The first part r)f 
the three-part test does deal with the term 'sub- 
siantial prcjportir>nality,' which we liave up to 



this point defined as looking at whether men 
and women at the institution receive e(]ual 
(opportunity lo participate in athletics propor- 
ti(jnate to their enrollment in the undergradu- 
ate program... 

" The pcrcenlage is nol the controlling fa( lor. 
F(jr example, you could have a particular school 
llial is quite small with a differential perhaps 
of seven percent. But the disparity may not in 
total nuirrber get up to sufficient numloer of stu- 
dents who could field a viable team. I don't be- 
lieve it is wise fijr us to get into teniis of percen- 
tages. Those will vary depending ujjon the kinds 
of sc hools you are talking abcjut. 

"It is very unwise to do lhat because at cjiic 
school if ycju say, for example, that a five or six 
jjercent disparity is allcjwable, (that) may prove 
to be less numbers than actually would field 
viable teams because the scticjol is so very 
small." 

CJ'Shea added: "If it could be looked at that 
way, I think fair-minded peoj)le who are inter- 
ested in ensuritrg thai there arc oppcjrtunities 
provided for men and women on an equal basis 
wcjuld see that allowing a five percent disparity 
in a very targe schcjot — which pcjssibly could 
ccjual more than 1(X) slots unfilled or 100 par- 



ticipaticjn c)pj}ort unities ncjt being provided tcj 
the undcrrepresented sex — would not be i oii- 
sisteiil with the intent of Title IX." 

In re.sponding to suggestions that the OC'Al 
concenltale more on enforcemeril, O'Shea said 
tfie agency ccjnsiders it important and fair thai 
institutions fully understand the Title IX ihree- 
[)an lest. She said duiing ihe course of focus 
groups organized by Ncjrma V Canlu, assistant 
secretary fr)r civil rights, it bec ame apparent 
some measure of ( larificalion was needed. 

"In teniis of our enforcement resjionsibili- 
ties, il is veiy true that we are an enforcement 
agency, " O'Shea said. "But there is another 
side to that coin. Tfie flip side is — and il is 
part cjf our mission — tcj ensure ecjual access 
to educaticjn and promote cducaticjnal exc el- 
lence throughout the country. We do that 
through enforc ement of civil rights laws. 

"The best way we see lo enforce that law is 
tcj provide recipients the ttjols whereby they 
clearly underst;ind the recjuirements of those 
laws so that we are ncjt just stating that 'we are 
enforcing this and you must do it.' Riither, wc 
are attemjiting to wcjrk coopcralively. 

"We've done this by providing technical assis- 
tance and through outreach effort.s. Wc a-sk j>eo- 
ple if lliey understand what is rccjuired. If they 
don't, we will make every attempt that wc can to 
give ycju that understairding, even tcj the exient 
of sending out the draft clarification for a 30- 
day comment. 

"That w;ls not rerjuired. Ccjmment jK'iioiIs are 
recjuired only when you are publishing new reg- 
ulaticjns. Il is another stej> that attempts lo say, 
'We can best serve you and we can best ensure 
that we do provide equal access to educalicJn if , 
iir fact, that everyone who has to observe these 
laws understiinds what is recjuired.' "

During its October 9-11, 1995, meeting, the NCAA Council 
reviewed NCAA Interpretations Committee minutes from tele- 
phone Conference Nos. 9 through 1 1 and approved the min- 
utes with the following exceptions: 

1 . The C'ouncil voted to reverse the provisions of Minute No. 
6 of Conference No. 9 (August 3, 1995). The Council deter- 
mined that, in general, a student-athlete who has designated a 
specific degree program with an identified major may use a 
course to fulfill the credit-hour requirement for meeting satis- 
factory progress if the course fulfills an elective component of 
the student-athlete's degree program; however, if the student- 
athlete must repeat the course to f ulfill the requirements of 
the student-athlete's major, the student-athlete may not use 
the course to fulfill the credit-hour requirements of satisfacto- 
ry progress. 

2. The Council voted not to approve an Interpretations 
Committee recommendation in Conference No. 11, Minute 



No. 1 (August 31, 1995), to reverse a previous Coimcil-af>- 
proved Interpretations Committee decision (reference; De- 
cember 12, 1994, Item No. 12). Thus, a commercial publication 
may produce a highlight film/videotape that includes the 
names or pictures of student-athletes with remaining eligibili- 
ty for sale to the general public without jeopardizing the 
remaining eligibility of the student athletes iiiciudeci in ibe 
videotape. However, it is not permissible for such a piiblica 
tion to market the videotape in conjunction with a promotion 
of the commercial publication (e.g., the videotape may not be 
provided "free of charge" or at a discount rate as an incentive 
to subscribe to the publication) without jefjpardi/.iiig the 
remaining eligibility of the student athlete included in the 
videotape.

Further, as set forth 
in Bylaw 13.1.2.7, in Divi.sion I-A football, a head coach may 
make in person, off-campus contact with a prospect rjr the 
prosjjecl's parents or legal guardians only during one calen 
dar day. Such contact may occur both at the site of the 
prospect's educational institution and away from institutional 
grounds. Thus, if an institution's head coach observes a 
prospect participating in any event (e.g., high school all star 
event) that is conducted at the prospect's educational institu- 
tion during the contact period, such observation would count 
as an oU-campus contact with the prospect. Under such cir 
cumstances, it would not be pennissible for the head football 
coach to observe the prospect participating in the event on 
mcjre than one calendar day (defined as 12:01 a.m. to mid 
night). Further, the head football coach would be prohibited 
from making any other off-campus contact (e.g., home visit) 
with the prospect.

divisifjn task force to be maintained as common, includ 
ing the Committee on Review and Planning, the Ad- 
ministrative Review Panel, and the Student-Athlete 
Advisory, Basketball OfiBciating, Two-Year College 
Relations and Interpretations Committees.

Those tests would be aimed at closing a 
gaping loophole in existing anti-doping pro 
grams. 

Under current procedures, an athlete has 
sufficient time to cleanse traces of most drugs 
— a prcKess than can take as little as an hour, 
according to Dr. Don Catlin, a member of the 
International Olympic Committee's medical 
commission and a widely respected expert on 
illegal perfonnance enhancers. 

The short-notice test, which also could be 
conducted at some USOC events, would be 
conducted in addition to the USOC's existing 



series of doping exiiins, S( hultz said. Anti-dop- 
ing prograins currently make up ;ilx)Ut $6 mil- 
lion of the USOtrs $415 million four year 
budget. 

Mo.st international sports federations and 
national Olympic committees conduct some 
tyj)e of anti-doping program. But none are as 
extensive as the testing web envisioned by the 
USOC. 

Schultz estimated the random tests would 
cost "$3 million-plus each year," based on 
costs of similar college prograins conducted 
while he was executive director of the NCAA. 

The USCX; is trimming about $65 iiiillion 
froiTi its next four-year l)udget, but Schultz 
and I ^Roy Walker, the committee's president, 
said the new drug-testing expense is one that 
has to be picked up. 

"Even at $3 million, if we get it under con 
trol for that, it would be a blessing," Walker 
said. 

Last month, the USOC told its member 
sports federations that they would have to 
conduct short-notice testing, which already is 



in place for eight sports. That plan was pulled 
back, however, when some federaiifjns ex- 
pressed concerns about guarantees of ath- 
letes' privacy rights and the high co.st of the 
tests. Short-notice doping exams cost about 
$1,000 apiece. 

Walker and Schultz said there was unani- 
mous agreement on the need for short-notice 
testing, but the plan needs fine tuning. 

The two USOC leaders also expres.sed con- 
fidence that American athletes will not resort 
to medal-siand protests if they arc beaten by 
Chinese rivals at next summer's Ciames. The 
C]hicago Tribune recendy qufjted Shaun 
Jordan, a swimming relay gold medalist in 
1988 and 1992, as saying that "some outra 
geous form of protest is possible" unless 
authorities take steps to guarantee that all 
Chinese ccjmjjclilors in Atlanta are drug-free. 

But Schultz said it is vital that inteniation- 
al sports officials — especially in swimming, 
where C^hinese women have dominated in 
recent years — take all steps jxjssibic to com- 
bat drug abuse.

Governmental affairs report 



The following is a review of recent 
Federal activities affecting the NCAA 
membership. These reports are prepared 
by the NCAA Federal relations office.

Title IX, gender equity 
and nondiscrimination 

Executive branch action. 

Office for Civil Rights Policy Guidance. On 
September 20, the Deparmienl of Education's 
Office for Civil Rights released a draft I (>-page 
clarification of the three part test used to as- 
sess Title IX compliance. In a cover letter at- 
tached to the policy guidance, Assistant 
Secretary Norma Cantu wrote that the docu 
ment, entiUcd Clarification of Intercollegiate 
Athletics Policy Guidance: The Three-Part 
Test, is being issued primarily "to respond to 
requests for specific guidance about existing 
standards that have guided the enforcement 
of Title IX in the area of intercollegiate ath- 
letics for over a decade." The guidance was 
mailed to all colleges and universities, mem- 
bers of Congress, and organizations express- 
ing an interest in the issue. Public commenLs 
on the draft policy gtiidance are due by 
October 20. 

(tender-Equity Dischsure Act — Final ReguUi- 
tium. Gender-Equity Disclosure Act regtila- 
tions will be published in October. The act re 
quires po.slsecondary institutions to have com- 
pleted a report containing the required gen 
dcr-equity data by October 1. 1996, and to 
make it available to students and the pubhc. 
rhe act does not require the report to be filed 
with the Department of Kducation. 

LegiaUtive developments. 

Title IX provisions — 1996 appropriations. 

■ House of Representatives: The Labor, 
Health and Human Services (HHS), and 
Kducation appropriations bill (H.R. 2127) was 
passed by the Htjuse the first week in August 
by a vote of 219 to 208. Democrats and 17 
Republicans opposed the legislation because 
it cut more than $9 billion from health and ed 
ucation programs. A Title IX-related amend- 
ment, added to the bill at the full committee 
markup by Rep. Ernest Jim Istook, R-Okla 
homa. was modified slightly on the floor and 
remained part of the final version of the bill. 
No effort was made to strike the Istook provi 
sion on the House floor. The language modi- 
fication to Istook's Tide IX amendment was of- 
fered by Rep. J. Dennis Hasten, R-IUinois, and 
was accepted by voice vote. Istook's amend 
ment stated that the Department of Edu- 
cation's Office for Civil Rights (OCR) must de- 
velop "objective" criteria in clarifying prongs 
two and three of the compliance test by 
December 31 , 1995, or fijnds allocated Do OCR 
for Title IX enforcement purposes would no 
longer be available. This was replaced by the 
Hasten language that calls for OCR to provide 
"specific" criteria in updating policy guidance 
as it penains to prongs two and three. Rep. 
Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii; Rep. David £. Bonior, 
D-Michigan; and Rep. Lynn Woolsey, D 
California, made floor speeches in general op- 
position to the Istook amendment while Rep. 
Hasten and Rep. Steve Gunderson, R-Wiscon- 
sin, spoke in favor of the amendment A state 
ment submitted by Rep. Tom Lantos, D 
California, after the debate was highly critical 
of the House's action in adopting the Title IX 
requirement. 

■ Senate; On September 28, the Senate at- 
tempted to bring the Labor/HHS/Educanon 
appropriations bill before the full Senate for a 
vote; however. Democrats led a successful ef 
fort to block consideration based on an ol> 
jection to a labor matter. The Senate bill, as 
adopted by the Appropriations Committee, 
does not contain any of the Tide IX language 



thai is part of the House version. It is unlike- 
ly thai the Senate will consider Title IX lan- 
guage when the bill is brought back to the 
floor because the policy guidance sought by 
the House directive has been provided and 
been widely distributed by OCR, with com- 
iiienls due by October 20. Negotiations will 
continue between Republicans and Democrats 
to t each agreement on the labor-related mat- 
ter. President C^linton has said he will veto the 
bill if the final bill presented to him for sig- 
nature mcludes the magnitude of funding cuts 
in education programs included in both the 
House and Senate bills. 

Amateur Sports Art hearings .scheduled. The 
Senate Commerce Committee has tentatively 
scheduled a series of hearings on the Amateur 
Spons Act, with the first hearing to be in 
Washington, D.C:., October 18. The second 
hearing will be conducted in Colorado 
Springs, Colorado, the site of the Olympic 
training center, November 6. It is not clear if 
an NCAA witness will be asked to testify. The 
Washington, D.C;., hearing will focus on gen- 
der-equity issues. 

Hou.se may conduct additional Title IX hearing. 
If the Title IX policy guidance provided by tlie 
Department of Education's OCR is not suffi 
cicnt to satisfy ccmcerns expressed by mem- 
bers of Congress at die May 9, 1995, hearing 
held by the House Subcommittee on Post- 
secondary Education and Lifelong Learning, 
the subcommittee's chair. Rep. Howard 
"Buck" McKcon, R California, may schedule 
another Tide IX hearing after the first of the 
year. 

Litigation. 

Title IX and related actions filed hy athletes. 

■ University of Pennsylvania: On August 
30, 1995, Pennsylvania selUed an OCR Tide IX 
complaint filed on behalf of the school's fe- 
male athletes and coaches. The setUement 
agreement provided for the upgrade of lock- 
er rooms, gyms and equipment used by the 
university's female student athletes. In addi- 
tion, several women's coaching jobs will be- 
come full-time positions. 

■ State University of New York at Albany: 
On August 28, New 'Vork Supreme Court Judge 
Lawrence Kahn niled that Albany (New York) 
did not violate Federal sex bias laws when it 
dropped four teams to bring its adiletics pro- 
gram in compliance with Tide IX. In June 
1994, several athletes in the spons of wresding, 
men's tennis, and men's and women's swim- 
ming brought suit against the university after 
their sports were eliminated. The ruling not- 
ed diat there was no violation of the law, and 
by eliminating the teams, the university 
brought its athletics program into compliance 
with Tide IX. The changes will result in an ex- 
pected 221 men and 191 women athletes com- 
peting on university varsity teams; a 54 percent 
to 46 percent male to-female ratio. In 1993, the 
team member ratio was approximately 65 per- 
cent men and 35 percent women. To date, the 
plaintiffs have not appealed. 

■ Brown University: On August 17, District 
Coun Judge Raymond Pettine rejected 
Brown's plan to remedy the school's gender 
imbalance in iu athletics program. The Brown 
plan would have limited the size of men's 
teams but expanded only women's junior var- 
sity programs. Judge Pettine, however, issued 
a court order based on recommendations sub- 
mitted by the female athletes that would cre- 
ate women's varsity teams for gymnastics, wa- 
ter polo, skiing and fencing. The order will not 
go into effect until an appeal of Pettine's ini- 
tial finding of Tide IX violations is ruled on by 
the 1st Circuit Court of Appeals. 

■ Nebraska School Districts: On August 14, 
Holdrege School District, one of four school 
districts in Nebraska accused by parents of 
Tide IX violations, reached a setdement in 
their case aimed at rectifying the imbalance 
between the boys' and girls' athletics pro- 
grams. A group of parents filed suit on behalf 
of the Holdrege school district female stu- 
dents, alleging among other claims that girls' 
teams played more games on school nights 
than boys' teams. The agreement which is 
pending approval of the U.S. District Court in 
Lincoln, Nebraska, would treat girls on par 
with boys in scheduling games, distributing 
equipment publicizing events and establish- 



ing coaching guidelines. OC^R has cited viola- 
tions at two other Nebraska schcjol districts, 
Minden and Fremont, and class acticm sinls 
currently are pending against the Minden. 
Fremont and North I'laitc school districts on 
behalf of female students who chtini discrim- 
ination based on denial of etjual athlciirs par- 
ticipation and benefits. 

Title IX and related actions filed hy, iir on he- 
}uilf nf, coaches and trainers. On .September 2(J, 
1995, District of Columbia Supenor (;oun 
Judge Arthui Burnett Sr. ruled that the jury 
award in the sex-discrimination suit brought 
by Howard LIniversity women's basketfiall 
coach Sanya Tyler should be reduced to 
$250,000. The judge's niling marked the sec 
ond time that Tyler's monetary award had 
been lowered. In 1993, the jury awarded Tyler 
$2.4 million, finding that Howard violated the 
D.C. Human Rights Act by discriminating 
against the coach, then retaliating against her 
once she filed suit Judge Burnett reduced the 
jury award to $1.1 mUlion, finding that the 
monetary rulings overlapped and should be 
merged into one award In the judge's latest 
ruling, he noted that a further reduction of the 
monetary award was justified since the uni- 
versity was only guilty of violating litle IX 
Among the Tide IX violations cited by the 
coun was the significant disparity between the 
salaries of Qie men's and women's basketball 
coaches. 

Title IX compliance investigation — OCR. 
Responding to an Office for Civil Rights in 
vestigation, tieorgetown University signed a 
compliance agreement July 17. The schcjol 
committed itself to implementing measures 
designed to erase the disparities Ijclwccn its 
men's and women's athletics progtanis. 0(;R 
selected Georgetown f(jr review at random 
and launched an investigation m early 1993. 
The investigation revealed that women's 
teams at Georgetown did not receive equip- 
ment and supplies, recruiting resources, pub- 
licity and coaching assignments comparable 
to the men's teams. Georgetown agreed to ex- 
amine its sports opportunities for women and 
already has Ijegun taking steps to remedy tltc 
imbalance in its athletics programs. 

National Youth Sports Program 

Fiscal Year 1996 Funding. 

The Labor/HH.S/Kducation appropria- 
tions bill (H.R. 2127), as adopted by the U.S. 
House of Representatives, includes $12 mil 
lion for the National Youth Sports Program 
(NYSH), the same as last year's level. 

The Senate Appropriations Cc»mmittee bill 
provides NYSP with $1 1 .04 million (last year's 
level minus eight percent). Neidier the House 
or Senate Committee included the malcbing- 
requirement language that would have con- 
tinued the practice of requiring the N( AA to 
provide a cash match of 29 percent for Federal 
funds over $9.4 million. 

On September 28, the full Senate postponed 
action on the bill when Democrats successful- 
ly garnered enough votes to block considera- 
tion due to concerns over a labor issue. Since 
the bill would not be finalized before the 
October 1 deadline. Congress agreed to a six 
week stop-gap funding measure to avoid a 
Federal government shutdown. This measure 
continues Federal programs at a level deter- 
mined by averaging the difference between 
the House and Senate committees' fiscal year 
1996 figure for the program, minus five per- 
cent 

Proposals to Consolidate Federal Programs 
for At-Risk Youth. 

There has been no further action on two 
Senate bills that would ehminate the autho- 
rization for NYSP and replace it with a block 
grant to states. However, in floor debate on the 
Senate welfare reform bill. Sen. Don Nicklcs, 
R-Oklahoma, listed programs, including NYSP, 
that he considered to be a candidate for elim 
ination or consolidaticjn. 

Child Nutrition Programs. 

On September 1 9, the Senate passed wel 
tare reform legislation (S. 1 120) that proposes 
keeping the current structure of the Federal 
Summer Feeding Program (SEP) intact while 
reducing the reimbursement rates to public 



and private nonprofit organiz:itioiis, including 
NYSP camps, for meals provided. Proposed 
cbangt-s would result in fewer chilcii'co being 
seived. The House bill (H.R 4) proposes the 
elimination of the entitlement status of ihe 
SI'l' and would lejilace it with block grants to 
states while gre.itly reducing the ;illowed fund- 
ing levels for the pi ogi aiu. On Septeiul ier 27, 
the Senate C.onunittee on Agriculture. Nu- 
trition and Forestiy iiiarkeci up its lecont ilia- 
lioii bill and adopted addition.tl provisions 
(hat would further reduce spending on the 
SKP by requiring that its participants meet the 
same poverty threshold as those eligible for 
llie school lunch program. The differences be- 
tween the welfare refonn bills and the recon- 
ciliation bills m:iy lie resolved as part of the 
omnibus reeoneilialion conference to take 
place over the next few weeks. 

Federal government and 
Association activity 
regarding student-athletes 

Student Right-to-Know Regulations. 

On September 21, die Department of Kdu- 
cation published a Notification of Proposed 
Rulemaking (Nl'RM) in the Federal Register 
on die .Student Righl-lo- Know Act. Public com- 
ments were due October 25, 1995. Final regu- 
lations will be published by December 1, 1995. 
The first report will be due July 1, 1997. Of par- 
ticular interest to the NCAA is the waiver pro 
vision of the act The NPRM states that "the 
Secretaiy is .luthorized to waive the reijuire- 
iiieiits oi this section if the institution belongs 
to an athletic association or conference that 
publishes substintially comparable informa- 
tion, and the institution, or conference or as- 
sot iation applying on its behalf, satisfies the 
.Secretary that this information is accurate and 
substantially couipar:iIjle to the intorniation 
this statute requires institutions to produce." 
The NCAA intends to submit comments indi- 
cating that the Association will apply for a 
waiver on behalf of all its member institutions 
to allow the NCiAA to provide the NCAA 
(iraduation-Rates Report in lieu of individual 
reporting. 

Federal Student Loan and Grant Programs. 

Student Ijjan I^ogram. The Sen:ite Labor 
and Human Resources (Liibor) (Committee 
completed action on its reconciliation bill 
September 2i>. As pan of the Budget Reduction 
Act, the Senate Labor C^ommittee and House 
F.conomic and Educational Opportunities 
C.ommittee (EEt^C) were instrticted to reduce 
the Department of Education's spending by 
$ 10.8 billion over the next seven years by elim- 
inating or reconfiguring programs under the 
committees' jurisdiction. The Senate commit- 
tee achieved its savings in several key ways: the 
elimination of the current six-month loan-re- 
payment grace period afforded students after 
they leave school; the imposition of a 0.85 per- 
cent loan-origination fee imposed on postsec- 
ondary institutions based c^n their volume of 
student loans; capping the new Direct Student 
Loan program at only 20 percent of new stu- 
dent loan volume; placing higher caps on in- 
terest rates; and increasing fees to lendens who 
make student loans. The higher education 
community opposes the proposal and con- 
tends that the loan-origination fee will be 
passed on to students in the form of higher tu 
ition and fees. It also fears that the proposed 
changes would create a disincentive for col- 
leges to accept needy students and that those 
colleges and universities whose students rely 
most heavily on Federal loans to pay the cost 
of attendance would be hit the hardest 

On September 28, the House EECX; adopt 
ed a similar spending reduction bill. While the 
House version does not create a loan-origina- 
tion fee for instimtions based on student loan 
volume, it does completely eliminate the Direct 
Student I/>an program. 

Both bills will become part of the omnibus 
reconciliation bills to be considered on the 
flc»or by the House and Senate in the coming 
weeks. 

I'ell Cirants. The Senate Appropriation 
(Committee's Labfir/HI I.S/Fducation appro- 
priations bill includes, for the first time, a "cap" 
on participation in the Pell Grant program. 
The Senate Appropriations Committee asserts 



that limiting Pell Cirants to 3.8 million students 
will adeC]Uately satisfy the financial aid needs 
of next year's students based on Department 
of Education estimates. The "raj)" on the num- 
ber of eligible students allows appropriaiors to 
shift excess funds to other jiiogi auis under die 
committee's jutisdiction. I he higher education 
community strongly opposes any rap on 
grants that previously have liceti available to 
any student meeting the eligibility lequire- 
luent.s. 

Academic requirements proposed fur studtmt 
FediTal loan eligibility. Sen. Phil Grannii, R- 
lexas, a Republican presidential c.iiididale. 
vowed to deny Federally siibsidi/ed loans to 
students who score poorly on national assess- 
iiieiit tests. To help achieve a balanced bud- 
get by 2002. (Iramm stated diat as president he 
would support a policy where students who 
scored below 700 on the .SAT would be ineli 
gible to receive Federal loans Gramm also 
noted that he would garnish wages and seize 
assets of diose who defaulted on their student 
loans. Gramm's remarks were made before 
900 high-school students in Georgia. 

Congressional Black Caucus panel discuss- 
es paying student-athletes. 

On September 21. the Congressional Black 
Caucus conducted a panel discussion that ex- 
plored the issue of whether student-athletes 
should be paid to play. The panel discussion 
was part of the Congressional Black Caucus' 
annual Legislative Cionfcrence held in Wash 
ington, D.C. The panel was assembled by 
Klizabeth Waters of Nike and included 
Anthony Ciotton (moderator), assistant sports 
editor for the Washington Post; George Lynch, 
foniier University of North Carolina, Chapel 
Hill, basketball player and current member of 
the Los Angeles Lakers; leiesa Kdwaids, for- 
mer Uiiivcrsily <jf Cieoigi.i b.isketball player 
and tJiree-time Olympian; George Raveling, 
fonner men's basketball coach (University of 
Southern California, Washington State Univer- 
sity and University of Iowa) and current tele- 
vision sports broadcaster; McKinley Boston, 
vice-president for student development and 
athletics, I Jnivcrsity of Minnesota. Twin Cities; 
(Carolyn Femovich, senior associate athletics 
director at the University of Pennsylvania; Ann 
Roger, women's tennis and volleyball coach at 
Haverford College; and Ralph Cireerie, Nike 
business affairs director. The panelists agreed 
that at the very least scholarship limits should 
be established up to the cost of attendance so 
stutlent-athletes can be provided widi some ad- 
ditional spending money. Both Lynch and 
Fdwards noted that if diey had held an outside 
job while attending their respective universi- 
ties, it would have forced them to make unde- 
sirable .sacrifices in either basketball or their 
school work. The panel agi eed that paying col- 
lege athletes to play sports was not a concept 
they supported. 

Initial Eligibility. 

Inquiries from members of Cotigress. Staff mem- 
bers from several congressional offices con- 
tacted the NCAA's Washington, D.C, office re- 
questing assistance for their constituents who 
were experiencing problems with NCAA ini- 
tial-eligibiUty requirements. The Washington, 
D.C;., office, working with the NCAA legislative 
services staff, obtained the necessary infor- 
mation from the NCAA Initial-Eligibility Clear- 
inghouse and contacted the representatives' 
respective offices providing a full explanation 
of the current status of each student-athlete. 

Studies on academic requirements. A study pre- 
pared by the U.S. Department of Education's 
National Center for Education Statistics ex- 
amines die impact of the NCAA's "Proposition 
16" initial-eUgibility requirements on college- 
bound high-school seniors. The study re- 
vealed that less than two Uiirds (64.7 percent) 
of 1992 college-bound high-school seniors 
would have been eligible to participate in Div- 
ision I college varsity sports as freshmen un- 
der the new "Pi-oposition 16" standards. Under 
"Proposition 48" rules, more than five in six 
1992 college-bound seniors (83.2 percent) 
would have been eligible to participate. The 
report uses high-school transcripts and survey 
data from die National Education Long- 
See Governmental, page 3 >■ 
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itudinai Study of 1988 to study 1992 college- 
bound hij{h-sthool seniors who gradualc on 
schedule with their high-st hool class, have ap- 
plied to one c>r more colleges, and have tak- 
en the ACT or SAT. 

Another study on a similar topic appeared 
in Chance, a journal publishied by the Amer- 
ican Statistical Association. The article assetts 
that the Proposidon 48 inilial-eligihiliry stan 
daicls did noi have a discriiiiiiiatory impact on 
African-Aiiienr,)!^ student-athletes. The study 
concludes that raising initiai-eligihility stan- 
dards will not decrease the luuuber ol Atncan- 
Ameiicans receiving .uid completing a college 
( ducation. I he authors' lindmgs lead tlieiu lo 
predict thai minorify students will ccinlinue to 
succeed under the new Proposition Hi slan- 
I la i ds 

California State University, Fullerlon, hon- 
ored at White House. 

President Clintoli hosled a reception at ihc 
Wliite House lor the California State I'ni- 
vtTsity, KuUenon. baseball team, winner of the 
1995 NCAA College World Series.

Tax issues 

Unrelated Business Income Tax (UBIT). 

The (Jlinion administration has declared 
that it does not suppott prc>v!sions of the tax 
bill (H.R. 1161) proposed by Rep. Dave Camp, 



R-Michigati. which would exempt coiporate- 
sponsorship payiiient-s to nonprofit organiza- 
tions in connection with "qualified public 
events" (including certain college sporting 
events). The administradon estimates that the 
proposal, if enacted, would result in a lc>ss of 
$67 million to the Federal treasury. H.R. 1 161 
and several other tax bills remain under con- 
sideration by the House Ways and Means 
Committee.

(f) Permit student-athletes in Divisions I and 
II to use athletit:s ability to win a prize as part 
of a promotional activity without jeopardizing 
his or her eligibility. 

(g) Adjust die awards limitations (as recom- 
mended by the Committee on Financial Aid 
and Amateurism) in Bylaw 16. 

(2) Il was voted that the Council sponsor leg- 
islation consisltnl wiOi Ihe iccommendaiions 
of Ihe commitlee. 

(3) The commitlee recommended that the 
Council spon.sor legislation that would apply 
the restrictions related lo logos on athletics 
equipment lo logos on uniforms and apparel. 

It was moved and seconded diat the Council 
sponsor such legislation. (Defeated — voice 
vote)

(T)ncliicl) lo include t"iirrt:iil and loriiicr insti- 
tutional staff members and all student-athletes. 

(2) The committee recommended that the 
(Council sponsor legislation for the 1996 
Convention to amend Bylaw 10.1 (c) to speci- 
fy dial unethical conduct includes offering or 
providing improper financial aid. 

(3) It was voted that the Council sponsor the 
legislation as recommended by the committee. 

j. Financial Aid and Amateurism. 

(1) A subcommittee comprised of the 
Division I members of the C^ommiltee on 
Financial Aid and Amateurism recommended 
that the Council approve exceptions for 24 in- 
stitutions that demonstrated a higher-ihan-av- 
cragc allotment of Pell (irant dollars for un- 
dergraduate students. 

It was voted that the Council approve the ex- 
ceptions. 

(2) The Council reviewed draft legislation re- 
lated to the committee's previously approved 
recommendation to increase the grant-in-aid 
limits in a number of women's sports and to de- 
crease the grant in aid limits in several emerg- 
ing sports for wrjmen. 

(a) The Division 1 Steering C^ommittee rec- 
ommended that the Council sponsor legisla- 
tion for die 1996 Convention as retoinmend- 
ed by the committee. 

(b) It was voted that the Council approve the 
steering committee's recommendation. 

k. Eligibility. 

(1) The committee recommended that the 
Council modify Bylaw 30.6.1 regarding re- 
quests to extend the five-year/ 10-semester pe- 
riod of eligibility to include language to clarify 
the intent of the legislation.

Based 
on this advice, the SA withdrew from the two- 
year college in October 1994.
